The Pope Visits The King 


There was dual significance in the cere- 
monial visit paid by Pope Pius to the King 
and Queen of Italy, It marked the restor- 
ation of cordial relations between the pon- 


tiff and the head of the Italian state. And 
it followed closely upon the Christmas 


message in which His Huliness set out with 
admirable clearness and force the only 
possible basis for enduring peace among 
the nations. 

Italy has been one of the aggressor 
states in recent years, but only in recent 
years, Until Mussolini attained dictator- 
ial powers-—and underwent the tempera- 
mental change that dictators invariably 
undergo-—Italy had not an enemy in the 
world. Its foreign policy was one of con- 
ciliation and friendliness. It deserved, and 
had, the respect and confidence of neigh- 
bor nations great and small. 

Il Duce has destroyed that tradition 
and wasted the asset of international good- 
will his country had gained. Neither he nor 
Italy can disregard the Christmas message 
from the Vatican. It was a call to the 
Italian people to themselves 
from anarchy and crime and return to the 
application of Christian 
dealings of their country with others.

One of them is now being called 
to account by the Allies, while another is 
meeting unexpected resistance backed by 
moral and material support from a dozen 
belligerent and neutral nations, Musso- 
lini alone of the European traffickers in 
blood knew where he could strike with 
‘mpunity, and whem to quit.

In March Czechoslovakia was over-ruyd 
by Nazi troops and the country brought 


under Hitler rule. The insurgents cap- 
tured Madrid and became masters of 
Spain. 

In April, Italy seized Albania. 


In May the Poles rejected a Nazi de- 
mand for Danzig. 

In June the British residents were 
evacuated from Tientsin and Japan de- 
manded that British warships leave Chin- 
ese ports. 

In July the Slovaks tried to set up a 
republic. It was announced that British 
and French factories were turning out air- 
planes as fast as German plants. 

In August a Soviet-German non-ag- 
gression pact was signed, Britain made a 
military agreement with Poland, and Hit- 
ler again demanded Danzig and conces- 
sions in the Polish corridor. 

In September, German troops invaded 
Poland. Britain and Frence declared war. 
Canada’s parliament met and authorized 
a declaration of war against Germany. 
Russian armies invaded Poland, and the 
country was divided, Russia getting three- 
fifths. 

In October there was continuous skir- 
mishing along the Franco-German front, 
while Nazi airplanes raided the British 
coasts almost daily. 

In November came the Munich beer 
hall explosion, and Hitler’s rejection of a 
proposal from Holland and Belgium for 
mediation. Russian troops invaded Fin- 
land. 

In December the Graf Spee was de- 
stroyed. Soviet Russia was ejected from 
the League of Nations. An earthquake in 
Turkey caused deaths estimated at 42,000. 

This is a sad record. May that of 1940 
be more cheerful. Canadians cannot fail 
to note that none of the major disasters, 
whether the doing of man or nature, fell 
upon this favored land. 

For humanity at large there is the en- 
couraging knowledge that while the year 
that has gone saw nations struck down 
and people massacred in multitudes by the 
sponsors of international lawlessness, it 
also set in motion the forces which will 
eventually bring them to account, undo 
their wrongs so far as that is practicable, 


and restore freedom from threat, order 
among nations, and confidence among 
peoples.

Somebody once asked H. G. Wells what was 
the best thing that had ever happened to him. 
His brief reply was a marvel of iogic. “The 
best thing that has ever happened to me,” 
Wells declared, “is to have been born.” 

I think lovable old “Brock” would think the 
same thing. He certainly would not sanction 
the impious practice of Swift who observed his 
birthday by mourning, feeling that it was best 
not to have been born. These paltry spirits 
would brook little mercy from Brockington. 
He belongs to the gallant company of the great- 
hearted; with those who are aware of the 
wisdom of the commonplace, of beauty which 
is the noblest side of truth, of the quiet joys 
and even quieter griefs which sound like 
strangely subdued overtones in the mingled 
gaiety and sorrow of our brief little symphony 
of life, If any man can voice the mood of 
Canada in this war, that man is Brockington, 
He should interpret Canada’s soul to Canadians, 
and not simply record the stupendous details 
of the national war effort,

In one 
sense, the brilliant gifts of 
Brockington as a public speaker 
have been a misfortune. They 
have served to dwarf or dim the essential value 
of the man in and for himself. The real Breck- 
ington can be known only to those, and they are 
many, who have seen him when he takes his 
slippered ease, stretches his legs, and is resolved 
not to budge until he has had his talk out.. In 
that mood he is a chip of Oliver Goldsmith.

Russian Oil 

Evidence increases that Germany cannot 
hope for much in the way of oil supplies from 
Russia, though her need for petroleum fuels is 
one of the most acute she now suffers from. Nazi 
expectations were known to be high, but it be- 
came obvious to an expert writing in the Man- 
chester Guardian that there is little hope of get- 
ting oil from the wells of Poland. Output in that 
field has been falling for years past, the wells 
were damaged seriously in the war last Septem- 
ber, and not much is being produced. 

Although the oil reserves of the U.S.S.R. are 
large, there is information to show that Soviet 
exploitation of them has not yet reached the 
stage when large quantities are available for ex- 
port. Spring sowing was hampered ihis year 
in Russia owing to lack of motor fuel for the 
tractors, and since then the Finnish war has been 
using enormous quantities. Though oil exports 
still continue, they do so only because of the 
U.S.S.R. need for foreign exchange, and no for- 
eign exchange but only barter of goods is pos- 
sible from Germany. 

There remains the possibility of the U.S.S.R. 
buying foreign oil and re-selling it to Germany. 
This is a technical problem of blockade which 
must be met by the French and British by strin- 
gent use of their power at sea. If the blockade 
is properly enforced there will be little hope of 
Russia getting a surplus available for her Nazi 
friend.—Winnipeg Free Fress. 


Brockington: War Recorder and 
Public Interpreter 

They’ve made Leonard W. Brockington, K.C., 
a sort of Recording Angel of our part in the 
war. 

We can’t exactly see “Brock” as an angel, but 
we do think he'll make a fine recorder, If he 
himself lacks anything resembling angelic wings, 
he more than makes up the deficiency with an 
abundance of winged words—and winged words, 
in this day, are precious. 

Mr. Brockington, we are told, is “to advise 
and assist the Government in providing accur- 
ate and essential information to the people of 
Canada”; will be used to “explain publicly what 
the Government is doing, and why”; will be con- 
cerned with “the recording and interpretation 
of Canada’s war effort.” 

Kipling once said that, after all, it was “the 
phrase, the naked phrase, which makes or un- 
makes the kingdoms and the glories.” He had in 
mind people like Mr, Brockington; people who 
dwell in the realms of imagination; who can 
wrap up a truth in an image; who can present 
even commonplace things with structure, beauty, 
and passion. If we were the Government we 
would make Mr. Brockington our main mouth- 
piece. The people may want oecasionally to 
hear direct from the Prime Minister, and from 
other ministers; only they can speak with full 
authority, But for the most part, we feel sure, 
they would prefer to hear about our war effort 
from Mr, Brockington: prefer to have the story 
told vividly, glamorously, with what Morley 
once called the “glory of words.”—Ottawa

On This Date

Thirty years ago today (Jan. 2, 1910), Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier introduced the naval service 
bill, under which tiie Royal Canadian Navy is to- 
day doing such great work in the defence of 
Canada and co-operating with the Royal Navy 
. «+ The bill provided for the establishment of a 
naval force consisting of a permanent corps, a 
reserve, and a volunteer force on the same lines 
as the militia, except that the provision render- 
ing the whole male population from 17 to 60 
years liable to service was not included, service 
to be wholly voluntary. A naval college was pro- 
vided for and was in operation until some years 
ago when it was closed by the Bennett ministry. 

The naval force was to be under the control 
of the Canadian government, but the governor- 
general-in-counci! might, in emergency, place 
any or all of it at the disposal of His Majesty, 
Subject to the immediate suminoning of parlia- 
ment, if not in session, 

Two passages from Sir Wilfrid's speech will 
live forever in Canadian history: “I am a Cana- 
dian first, last and all-the time. I am a British 
subject by birth, by tradition, by the conviction 
that under British institutions my native land 
has found a measure of security and freedom it 
could not have found under any other regime.” 

And: “If England is at war, we are at war 
and liable to attack, I do not say we shall always 
be attacked; neither do I say that we would take 
part in al] the wars of England. That is a matter 
that must be guided by circumstances, upon 
which the Canadian parliament will have to pro- 
nounce and will have to decide in its own best 
judgment.” 

During the 30 years the Royal Canadian Navy 
has had its ups and downs in parliament, but ita 
officers and men have carried on, often under 
great disabilities, building up a reputation for 
seamanship and vigilance, which found it at the 
outbreak of war ready for service. Since then 
it has been, with the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
the sentinel of the safety of both coasts, fulfilling 
in every detail the ideal set by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier when he created it, The politicians who 
sought to destroy it have learned that the 
Laurier naval policy was the right one, and have 
been silenced by results. No more do platform 
speak of “Lauricr’s tin " All 
Canada is proud of the Royal Canadian navy, a 
true child of that mighty British navy, to whom 
Canada owes su much,

City Interest Charges 

Editor, Bulletin: If close investi- 
gation is made at the city hall I| 
believe you will find that the fig- 
ures in The Journal editoria] of | 
Dec. 19, “Why Edmonton Borrows | 
Money” are away out, Ald. Cassel- | 
man asked the two questions, what | 
has been the total borrowirgs of 
the city since its Incorporation and | 
what amount of interest has been | 
paid on them. What are the ans-| 
wers? 

In Jan. 1937, Commissioner R. J. 
Gibb, with the acknowledged help 
of other city officials prepared a 
report on the then Fortin proposals 
to refinance the city’s debts. In the 
report Mr. Gibb says: “The total 
borrowings on capital account by the 
city and by the public and private 
schoo] boards since the incorpora- 
tion as a city amounts to roughly 
$54,000,000 ($30,000,00 of this amount 
has either been paid off or is pro- 
vided for by the holdings of the 
sinking fund board.)” | 

On Jan, 1939, the total net debt | 
of the city, after deducting all sink- | 
ng funds, upon which interest was 
being paid, amounted to $28,155,952. 
During the 35 years that Edmon- 
ton has been a city the citizens have | 
been paying interest on an average 
net debt of more than $21,000,000 
after deducting sinking funds, over 
the full period. The rate of interest 
paid has averaged between five and 
six per cent but even figuring the!

rate at five per cent the amount of 
interest paid has averaged fully 
$1,050,000 a year or a total of over 
$36,000,000, after deducting what 
was received from the sinking 
funds, since Edmonton was incorp- 
orated as a city, 

According to Mr. Gibb’s report 
the city borrowed roughly $54,000 - 
000 for capital expenditures up to 
1937, The interest on this .nd some 
$30,000,000 of the prinzipal had bee: 
paid up to that date. In order to 


| pay off the balance of the city’s 


debts the Fortin plan calls for a 
yearly payment of $1,956,000 for 30 
years or a_ total of $58,680,000. 
Therefore while the city borrowed 
and spent $54,000,000 for physical 
assets it will have paid a total of 
$124,680,000 for them by the time 
the Fortin plan is completed in 1967, 


Thus $70,000,000 will have been 
paid in interest charges in order to 
purchase $54,000,000 of capital 
assets.
